The Liberais had 
offered them two choices of any of 
the cabinet portfolios, except two, 
while Manning Doherty and W. L. O’ 
Connor were constant visitors at their 
headquarters, making overtures, and 
they had rejected all suggestions of 
forming a Coalition Government, 

The Liberals took much credit to 
themselves for the legislation in con- 
nection with the Hudson's Bay Rail- 
way, the Natural Resources, Soldiers’ 
Land Settlement, and Old Age Pen- 
sions, but he assured his audience 
that had it not been for the Progres- 
sives that little would have been 
heard ahout any of this legislation, 
and mainly because they needed the 
support of the Progressives, 

in taking up the matter of old age 
pensions, he said many people were 
not enthusiastic about it, but he telt 
that it was necessary, inasmuch as 
86 per cent, of the Canadians earn 
less thann $2,000 per annum, and un- 
der present ilving conditions it was 
very difficult for them to make neces: 
sary provisions for old age, Further- 
more the amount was very meagre, 
only $20 per month, after a person 
had reached the age of 70, and only 
to those who had lived in Canada 20 
years and had been a resident of the 
province for 3 years. 

He very scathingly referred to the 
old pensioners in the Senate, who are 
living luxuriously under a $4,009 per
